interrogating a remote computer over a network using a caller computer to determine at 
least one protocol that is available to be used to perform a task on the remote computer; 

sending an instruction from the caller computer to the remote computer to perform the 
task, the instruction including a request to perform the task under the control of a remote 
firmware interface of the caller computer using the protocol of the remote computer and 
independent of an operating system of the remote computer, wherein the remote firmware 
interface operating in accordance with an Extensible Firmware Interface (EFI) framework 
standard, and wherein the task is to call a pre-defined function of firmware of the remote
